It’s not a disease caused by a 
germ, as any cattleman will tell 
you. It’s the condition brought 
about by introduction, through 
food, of such foreign items as 
nails, wire, pebbles, etc. 

Sometimes these objects do no 
particular harm to the animal, 
says James E. Pace, Florida 
Agricultural Extension Service 
animal husbandman. But fre- 
quently a sharp object punc- 
tures the wall of the stomach 
and pierces the heart or other 
vitalorgan. It may kill the ani- 
mal or start a condition that 
eventually causes death. 

Early signs of "hardware" 
disease are generally depression, 
refusal to eat normally and an 
unwillingness to move. If the 
object gets into the heart or 
heartsac, the animal's breathing 
gets short and the heart beat 
accelerates. A fever may be 
noted, or a swelling in the 
brisket region. 

Operations can be done to re- 
move such objects, but they re- 
quire considerable skill Pre- 
vention is the best cure.

In February of this 
year, around 10 percent of the 
unemployed males were seek- 
ing part-time jobs while 14 per- 
cent of the unemployed females 
were seeking part-time rather 
than full-time jobs, Of the un- 
employed males seeking part- 
time jobs in February, almost 
40 percent were between 14 
and 17 years of age while close 
to 30 percent were 65 years of 
age and over. Fifty percent of 
the unemployed females seek- 
ing part-time work in February 
were in the 14-17 year age 
bracket.

March Study Shows 
Factory Wage High 


Florida factory workers’ 
weekly paychecks hit a record 
high of $61.98 average in March 
as nonfarm employment gained 
slightly and unemployment 
dropped sharply, reports Indus- 
trial Commission Chairman 
James T. Vocelle in a report | 
issued this week. 

Factory workers’ pay exceed- 
ed $60 a week average for the 
first time in Florida history, 
stimulated in part by the dollar 
an hour minimum wage law 
which took effect in March. 
The hourly rate of manufactur- 
ing employees also hit a new 
peak of $1.49. Average hours 
worked were 41.6. 

The overall picture of the 
state's economy showed employ- 
ment making a slight rise to 
998,700 in March over 997,700 
in February, and 48,200 ahead 
of a year ago. At the same 
time, unemployment dropped 
significantly from 44,500 in 
February to 39,400 in March. 

Employment gains came in 
several industries, largely in 
trade and service establish- 
ments. Contact construction 
showed a drop of 400 workers. 
Employment in this field at 86,- 
700 was still 200 ahead of a 
year ago. 

The employment gains more 
than offset the manufacturing 
employment drop of 2,200 which 
resulted from a series of small 
seasonal declines in food and 
kindred products, citrus pro- 
cessing plants, which reduced 
their forces awaiting the ma- 
turity of late oranges, and to- 
bacco products firms’ layoffs. 

A portion of the decline was 
attributed to adjustment in| 
forces as a result of the increas- 


ed minimum hourly wage.

Too Late To Classify 


By Russell Kay 

Again Florida's citrus indus- 
try is endangered with a fruit 
fly invasion. Unless checked the 
dreaded Mediterranean pest 
could destroy Florida’s sprawl- 
ing citrus industry. Citrus folks 
and entomologists know this 
and their grave concern is well 
justified. 

We don't know at the moment 
just how much headway the fly 
has made or the extent of in- 
fected territory. You can rest 
assured that the State Plant 
Board and U, S. Department of 
Agriculture will leave no stone 
unturned to determine these 
facts and destroy fly and larvae 
wherever found. 

I well recall the previous fruit 
fly invasion that cost the indus- 
try millions of dollars and caus- 
ed the destruction of many fine 
groves, It could happen again 
if citizens of the state fail to 
realize the danger and cooper- 
ate to the fullest. 

In the previous fruit fly bat- 
tle the National Guard was call- 
ed out to halt and inspect every 
car leaving a known infected 
area, Then there was nowhere 
near the traffic we have today 
and nowhere near as many 
roads, but it was the only way 
to stop the spread of the fly. 
Thanks to the efficient and 
courageous work of state and 
U. S. officials charged with the 
| responsibility, the battle was 
| won. 

At the moment it appears that 
the present invasion is light and 
was discovered early enough to 
isolate it. Reports so far seem 
to indicate that it is confined to 
the Miami area and has not 
shown up in any commercial 
groves. 

An immediate appropriation 
of not less than $100,000 is 
urged by the Florida Citrus 
Mutual. Every available trained 
man and every possible action 
to check the pest 
made now. 

If it is deemed necessary to 
stop and check or spray every 
automobile leaving the known 
infected area, it should be done 
without delay or quibbling if 
our citrus industry is to be 
saved. 

It is also extremely important 
that the genera] public be made 
to realize just how dangerous 

the situation is. While citrus 


should be| 


are invited to contact Sfc. De- people know, thousands of citi- 


zens and visitors have no knowl- 
edge at all of the Mediterran- 
ean fruit fly or the real threat 
it presents. 

Home owners will resent see- 
ing plants destroyed and will be 
annoyed at having inspectors 
swarming over their property. 
Motorists will object to having 
their vehicles stopped at quar- 
antine stations where they will 
be asked to get out while in- 
spectors check their baggage 
and thoroughly spray the car; 
but such action will become 
necessary should we fail to con- 
fine the infestation to its pres- 
ent area and wipe it out quickly 
and completely. 

Press, radio and television 
can do much to present the dan- 
ger plainly and clearly so that 
the public will understand and 
cooperate, I recall in the 1930's, 
how the lack of public interest 
and understanding made the 
work of officials doubly hard 
and contributed to the spread 
of the infection because a lot 
of folks thought it was just a 
“Jot of nonsense." 

You can take my word for it. 
It isn't nonsense, and it isn't 
funny. I was on the editorial 
staff of the Florida Grower 
Magazine at the time of the 
other fruit fly battle and spent 
a lot of time in the field and I 
know from personal observation 
how dangerous this situation is. 

I am not writing this column 
as an alarmist. I hope sincerely 
that the fly will be confined to 
the present affected area and 
quickly stapmed out. But it 


must be done quickly and com- 
pletely and everyone must fully 
understand the danger,
